The Prudential World Cup

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By the time that the Prudential World Cup arrived, the Eng- 
lish summer at last showed signs of producing weather that 
such a festival of cricket deserved. Not only had the rain 
clouds moved away, but the dark political threats had also 
receded into the background, at least temporarily, and we 
could enjoy the cricket. 

Before the tournament began, there were controversial 
selections and sad withdrawals. The most devastating pieces 
of injury news concerned Australia and Pakistan. 

Greg Chappell withdrew from the Australian side because 
of injury and his place was taken by Macleay. It was gener- 
ally predicted that the absence of Chappell would reduce the 
effectiveness of the Australian side by about fifty per cent. 
His brother Trevor had been a surprise choice for the side 
and the omission of Yardley was strongly criticised. 

It was at first feared that Imran Khan’s foot injury would 
keep him out of the competition altogether, but he remained 
in the side as a batsman only. His inability to bowl was a 
grievous loss to Pakistan. Considered by many as favourites 
to become world champions, the loss of their main strike 
bowler reduced their attacking potential to meagre propor- 
tions. Their selectors, too, had come in for criticism by 
cnoosing Mansoor Akhtar instead of Qasim Umar who had 
such a wonderful domestic season. 

The recall of Daniel to the West Indian party caused some 
surprise, but generally there was little to comment upon in 
the composition of the West Indian, Zimbabwe, Sri Lankan 
and Indian sides. 

England chose Marks as their defensive spinner, recalled 
Gatting, rightly, and selected Gould as wicket-keeper, an 
incomprehensible choice for matches in which fielding, and 
the inspiration provided by the keeper, could be decisive. The

contempt with which the art of wicket-keeping is treated by 
England selectors, and not by them alone, remains one of the 
irritants of modern cricket. 


ENGLAND v. NEW ZEALAND AT THE OVAL 


England were faced with a tough proposition in their open- 
ing match — New Zealand, the side who had trounced them 
so severely only a few months earlier. 

England batted first on a friendly day and on a wicket 
which soon looked just as friendly in spite of the late move- 
ment which Cairns achieved to have Fowler well taken at 
slip. Gower was immediately aesthetically pleasing, dismiss- 
ing the ball from his presence with eloquent gestures. He 
seemed certain to score as many runs as time would allow, 
but suddenly, and unnecessarily, he swotted Coney to mid- 
wicket where Edgar held a good catch on the boundary. The 
positive Tavare went the same way and with the sky darken- 
ing, England were 117 for 3. 

Lamb was uncertain, but as rain came closer so his shots 
became more positive. His shoulders broadened and the runs 
flowed. Gatting was supportive in chunkiness and 
aggression. 

Lamb hit the first four balls of one over from Martin 
Crowe for 4, 4,6 and 1, and then there was a shower which 
held up play for fifteen minutes. When the over was com- 
pleted Gatting hit the last two balls for 4. 

New Zealand had a dreadful day in the field. Their throw- 
ing was terrible and poor Snedden, looked upon as an 
economic stock bowler, conceded 105 runs in his | 2 overs, an 
unwanted record for a one-day international. He accounted 
for both Gatting and Lamb, who had by then made the Man

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of the Match award his, but his rhythm and control escaped 
him and Dilley plundered him in a sparkling display at the 
close. 

Facing 322, New Zealand’s morale was low and they des- 
perately needed a good start to boost them if they were to 
have any chance of reaching the target. They did not get it. 
Edgar was splendidly caught by Gould, diving low in front 
of first slip, Turner pushed forward, missed and was lbw, 
Wright mis-hit a pull and lofted the ball gently to mid-wicket, 
and New Zealand were 31 for 3. 

The game was, in effect, over. Martin Crowe batted with 
an air of maturity beyond his years and gave the New 
Zealand score some dignity.-He was last man out, run out off 
the last ball of the penultimate over when he backed up too 
far and was sent back. It was a sad end to a fine innings. 

England had won with great ease and were already filled 
with confidence that they could reach the final. Theré 
remained little doubt as to their support bowling and the 
wicket-keeping. 


PAKISTAN v. SRILANKA AT SWANSEA 


The Pakistan batsmen swept majestically to a record World 
Cup score and cast aside, momentarily the doubts that exis- 
ted about the side since it was realised that Imran would be 
unable to bowl. 

Mudassar left at 88, then Mohsin and Zaheer added 68 in 
14 overs before Mohsin fell immediately after lunch. There 
was no respite for the Sri Lankans as Javed and Imran con- 
tinued the slaughter with a cascade of elegant shots which 
caused even the urgency of the Sri Lankan fielding to disap- 
pear.

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The Sr Lankan batting is stronger than the bowling, but 
they could have had little hope of reaching such a massive 
score. When Wettimuny and Dias, from whom they hoped 
for much, were both out, any remote chance of victory disap- 
peared. The pugnacious Mendis failed too, but young 
Kuruppu played very well and at the thirty-over mark, Sri 
Lanka were 125 for 3, adefiant response. Then came two silly 
run outs, for which the Sri Lankans have become noted, and 
all that was left were some fine blows from de Silva and de 
Alwia who underlined the limitations of the Pakistan attack 
without Imran. 


ZIMBABWE v. AUSTRALIA AT TRENT BRIDGE 


The likeable, supremely fit team from Zimbabwe brought 
about the first upset of the competition when they beat 
Australia by 13 runs in anenthralling match at Trent Bridge. 

Hughes won the toss and asked Zimbabwe to bat, but 
Omarshah and Paterson gave Zimbabwe a fine start with 55 
in 19 overs. They fell to successive balls from Lillee and when 
the very occasional bowling of Yallop and the gentle left-arm 
of Border accounted for Heron, Pycroft and Houghton, the 
heart of the Zimbabwe batting, it seemed that the I.C.C. 
Trophy winners were doomed to a quick defeat. 94 for 5 at 
lunch suggested an easy win for Australia by late afternoon. 

Fletcher, the Zimbabwe captain, a former Lancashire 
League professional, rallied his side with an innings of 
character. In | Sovers, he and Curran added 70, then 75 came 
in 12 overs with Butchart who hit straight and true. The 
Australian fielding wilted. Five catches were put down and 
the bowling looked ragged. One still suspected a lack of 
discipline in this Australian side.

Wood began briskly and then prodded vaguely outside his 
offstump. Hughes’ incompatability with England continued 
when he dipped the ball off his legs and was very well caught. 
At tea, Australia were 77 for 2 off 25 overs. 

Wessels and Hookes paced their stand well and had added 
51 in 16 overs and were just gaining momentum when 
Hookes drove hard at Fletcher only to see Traicos take a 
spectacular, low diving catch in the covers. 

Yallop swung at Fletcher and was very well taken by 
Pycroft on the square leg boundary. The fieldsman was look- 
inginto the sun, but as he juggled with the ball and fell back, 
he held on to the catch. Australia now needed 93 from 18 
overs with six wickets standing. Five runs later Wessels was 
sent back by Border and was beaten by Heron's throw. 

One reason for the Australian rashness was that John 
Traicos was keeping such a nagging length and bowling with 
such accuracy that runs were not easy to come by. His spell 
of bowling was a decisive factor in Zimbabwe's victory. 

Rodney Marsh was dropped off a swirling skier with the 
score at 157, but Border perished at deep square leg at 168. 
The Australian batting had now become frantic as the run 
rate required became higher. Lawson swung ata full toss and 


was bowled. 53 were needed from 5 overs. 41 from 3. 32 from 
5 


When the last over began Australia needed a daunting 23. 
Marsh hit a huge six to reach his 50, but the game was beyond 
Australia’s reach. 

Duncan Fletcher had led his men superbly and his own 
contribution, 69 not out and 4 for 42 in 11 overs, made the 


job of adjudicator Brian Bolus an easy one in naming the 
Man of the Match. 


INDIA v. WEST INDIES AT OLD TRAFFORD 


The start of the match was delayed until 1.25 pm and there 
was an immediate stoppage for bad light, but from then on, 
the Indian batsmen showed resolution and good sense. There 
was something of a frenetic start by Srikkanth, but once 
Yashpal Sharma arrived with the score at 76 for 3, the Indian 
innings took on a purposeful air. 

Kapil Dev stayed only briefly, swishing wildly at Gomes, 
but he was the only Indian batsman in the first eight who 
failed to reach double figures. Yashpal Sharma and Roger 
Binny, in whom the Indian selectors had shown commend- 
able faith as an international player, added 73 in 15 overs of 
clean, composed hitting. Their stand ended when Binny 
moved too far across his stumps and was lbw. 

By then, however, a good score was in sight, and Yashpal 
maintained his positive approach until he was too adven- 
turous against the pace of Holding. 

There was time for 22 overs before the close and those 
overs saw Haynes run out in the fourteenth and Greenidge 
bowled in the eighteenth. Richards played uneasily and the 
Indians fielded with the enthusiasm of a side who believe that 
they are winning. 

In the second over of the second day, the enthusiasm of the 
Indian fielders was undisguised when Richards, the most 
prized wicket, fell to Binny, brilliantly caught by Kirmani. 
Twenty runs later, Bacchus was wrecked by Madan Lal who 
bowled most impressively and aggressively. 

There was no end to Indian elation. Dujon lifted Binny 
high to mid-off. Gomes was run out going for a third run 
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The moment of joy. Garner stunped Kirmani, bowled Shastri. 
India have won, Kirmani throws the ball in the air gleefully.

which the tight bowling of Binny and Madan Lal had made 
necessary, Marshall was magnificently stumped by Kirmani 
and, at 130. Lloyd was bowled by Binny. 

Holding was dropped on the boundary, but almost imm- 
ediately. Shastri bowled him. At 157 for 9, West Indies faced 
defeat, a big defeat which some irresponsible batting and 
some splendid bowling and fielding had brought about. 

Joel Garner joined Andy Roberts in the hopeless task of

trying to score 106 for the last wicket. There was almost a 
precedent in the stand between Roberts and Murray against 
Pakistan at The Oval in 1975, and Roberts and Garner now 
evoked memories of that stand as they began to hit the ball 
very hard. Roberts lifted Shastri over mid-wicket. Garner hit 
the slow left-armer for 4 and 6 off successive balls. 

With 12 overs left. 84 were needed. Madan Lal and Binny 
had both bowled their quota of overs. Kapil Dev returned, 
but Garner glanced dismissively to the boundary. The fifty 
partnership was reached and when Garner clouted Patil for 
an enormous 6, the asking rate had dropped to six an over. 

Shastri moved in to bowl the fifty-fifth over. He curved the 
ball gently towards Garner’s off stump and as it pitched it 
turned away. beating the bat. In a flash. Kirmani had 
whipped off the bails and Garner was out. India had won an 
historic victory. 


ENGLAND v. SRI LANKA AT TAUNTON 


For the second time in three days, England reached a big 
score and Sri Lanka conceded only five runs less than they 
had done against Pakistan. 78 for 2, Tavare and Fowler 
having given a meaningful start to the innings, England 
thrived through Gower and Lamb. and after Lamb had 
missed a straight ball from Ratnayake and Gatting was run 
out by Gower who did not heed his call, in came Botham. the 
local hero. Sadly for the enthusiastic Somerset crowd. 
Botham was run out by a diving de Mel after he had faced 
only one ball. 

The crowd could console themselves with the beauty of 
Gower. He had intimated aesthetic pleasure at The Oval. 
now the promise was fulfilled. There seems to be no effort in

the man as he pulls, drives and cuts with majesty. Three times 
he hit the ball over the pavilion with minimum of fuss or 
exertion and only the consistently committed fielding of the 
Sri Lankans saved them from total rout. Gould and Dilley, 
again, hit well and ran fiercely and England's bowlers were 
left with the simple task of containing their inexperienced 
opponents to under 333 runs. 

The memory of Gower's five sixes and twelve fours was 
still fresh when Dilley, bowling at a good pace, dismissed 
Kuruppu and the dangerous Dias, brilliantly caught at slip 
by a leaping Botham. Mendis batted bountifully and drove 
through the covers with power and aristocracy, but he fell to 
Marks whose persistence and accuracy undermined the Sri 
Lankan middle order. There was another impressive knock 
from wicket-keeper de Alwis and Sri Lanka died very brave- 
ly, but nothing that they did could compete with the beauty 
that David Gower had exuded earlier in the day. 


INDIA v. ZIMBABWE AT LEICESTER 


The meeting of the two giant-killers of the first round went 
conclusively in favour of India. Put in to bat after rain had 
delayed the start, Zimbabwe scampered with a sense of des- 
peration early on, but Paterson and Heron added 42 runs 
with orthodox and positive cricket and optimism was grow- 
ing until Madan Lal dismissed both within three balls. 
Fletcher and Houghton ran briskly. restricted by some 
tight Indian bowling. but aided by some rather lax fielding. 
It took 34 overs to reach the hundred. however, and as 
Houghton strove to accelerate, he was caught behind. Cur- 
ran made a brief assault before he was run out by half the 
length of the pitch, Fletcher hit across the line and Brown 
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David Gower has an interruption during his magnificent in- 
nings of 130 not out Vv Sri Lanka. (All Sport) 


and Rawson were both caught by Kirmani who established 
a record for a one-day international with five catches. 

Srikkanth was his usual excited belligerence. Gavaskar 
was out of touch. Amarnath and Patil came together, and 
with Rawson having retired with a strain, they pillaged the 
Zimbabwe attack in an effort to get the game over as quickly 
as possible. They took 15 in one over from Curran, and both 
of them were out, but by that time, India had victory inextric- 
ably in her grasp.

PAKISTAN v. NEW ZEALAND AT EDGBASTON 


At the end of a grey day in which 33 hours had been lost to 
the weather, **ew Zealand stood at 211 for 8, and Pakistan 
were seemingly on their way to a second victory. 

The man who had brought them to this position was 
Abdul Qadir. surely one of the very great leg-spinners, wort- 
hy torank with Mailey, Grimmett, Freeman, Benaud andthe 
rest. Turner and Edgar got off to a blazing start. 22 after 
three overs. More sedately, the fifty came in the fourteenth 
over and three overs later, Turner was caught behind off 
Rashid, a tumbling catch on the leg-side by Wasim Bari who 
appears to have regained his skill and confidence. His 
humour and humanity have never deserted him. 

It was now that Abdul Qadir dominated the scene, display- 
ing his repertoire with emotion and eagerness. In his second 
over, Wright was caught behind: in his third, Cairns swatted 
and was bowled. 

In the thirty-wecond over. Edgar's patience cracked. He 
charged at Qadir and lofted a simple catch. In the leg- 
spinner’s penultimate over. Howarth too succumbed to 
frustration and was stumped. Abdul Qadir’s 12 overs had 
given him 4 for 21; the cream of the New Zealand batting had 
gone. 

Coney and Martin Crowe added 46, but Hadlee’s threat to 
flog the bowling was only brief. 

The first sign of a New Zealand revival came in the four 
overs of their innings that remained on the Sunday. Crowe 
was well caught at extra cover, but Lees and Chatfield hit at 
everything and ran for almost everything so that 27 invalu- 
able runs were added in those four overs, and the New 
Zealand total, 238, looked a little healthier than had seemed 
possible the night before.

The bowler was not to blame, but the pitch certainly deserved 
the strictures that it received after the game. 

When Daniel and Davis took over the West Indies attack 
runs came at a furious rate.

Mudassar mis-hooked just before lunch and 
Pakistan were 96 for 4. 

Imran arrived to join Zaheer and was hit on the foot. He 
called for a runner, was dropped at the wicket and his runner 
ran him out. Wasim Raja looked like one with a Test career 
behind him and Abdul Qadir was run out after he had sur- 
vived an lbw appeal. Zaheer played some good shots, but 
seemed reluctant to take on the responsibility which had long 
since become his. 

Imran did not field and Zaheer controlled affairs. Tavare 
was lbw to the enthusiastic Rashid. Gower looked as if he 
were still batting at Taunton until he flicked the perservering 
Mansoor to mid-wicket where Sarfraz held the catch as he 
fell sideways. Lamp survived a very close call for lbw to 
Qadir’s googly and Fowler survived.

The Australians arrived at the half-way stage in the com- 
petition without a win and were confronted by an Indian side 
who had won both of their matches. There were two sad. if 
not totally unexpected team changes, in that Dennis Lillee 
was left out of the Australian side for Hogan, the left-arm 
spinner, and Gavaskar could find no place in the Indian side.

Wessels, looking very vulnerable, went at 11, but Hughes 
and Chappell added 144 with some exciting strokes. Chap- 
pell’s innings included 13 fours, and well as he batted, he 
profited from two dropped catches. Border was also missed 
twice in his 26, and the Indian fielding and bowling were well 
below the standard that one had come to expect. 

Apart from Kapil Dev and Madan Lal, who deceived 
Hookes with a slower ball before the left-hander could go on 
the rampage. the Indian bowling was wayward and Kapil 
Dev turned to seven bowlers in an effort to halt the flow of 
runs. 

Srikkanth began the Indian reply with his customary dazz- 
ling, if unorthodox, strokes and the score was 38 in the sixth 
over before Shastri was out. By the twenty-second over, the 
score was 66 for 6 and the game decided. 

Ken Macleay took three wickets in his first four overs and 
finished with 6 for 39, the second best performance recorded 
by an Australian bowler in a limited-over international. 

So, Australia’s hopes of reaching the semi-finals were kept 
alive, and India, after the euphoria of the first two rounds, 
were set to do some reassessing of their talents.

Beauty and authority are now perfectly wedded 
in his batting. At 117, however, he lost Fowler to Chatfield, 
and what followed was a total disintegration. As Gower 
drove, hooked and cut at one end. soa series of irresponsible, 
and often technically inadequate, shots at the other end saw 
the England innings move to a swift decline. 

New Zealand were elated by their success, but their joy was 
subdued when Willis had Turner lbw and then Edgar was 
adjudged caught behind. The first decision was not well 
received, the second was greeted with some anger in the New 
Zealand camp. The ball was taken very low by Gould who 
claimed a catch. Umpire Birkenshaw asked Palmer if the ball 
had carried, but the square-leg umpire seemed to indicate 
that he could not tell. Nevertheless, Birkenshaw gave Edgar 
out. 

Geoff Howarth now played a captain's innings, joining 
first with Jeff and then with Martin Crowe in valuable stands 
which helped restore belief in victory, but when Martin 
Crowe was bowled by Marks in the twenty-seventh over. 
New Zealand were 75 for 4. 

Now came Jeremy Coney. He and Howarth added 71 
before Howarth wasrun out when he attempted a second run 
and was beaten by Dilley’s fine throw from long-leg. Smith, 
whose wicket-keeping had been disappointing. did not last 
long, but Richard Hadlee was magnificently belligerent. In

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WEST INDIES v. INDIA AT THE OVAL 


The poor form which Viv Richards had shown in the com- 
petition appeared not to have vanished when, coming to the 
wicket at 17 for |, he struggled against some accurate bowl- 
ing on a pitch of uneven bounce. It is the mark of the great 
player that he can adapt to conditions, throw off the worries 
of recent performances and play as the game demands. This 
is just what Richards did. He asserted himself slowly and 
deemed that this was to be a day when control would be won 
by the deftness of the foil rather than the bludgeoning of the 
broadsword. His reading of the situation was confirmed 
when Haynes fell to a ball which reared awkwardly off a 
length. 

Lloyd's response to the pitch was to promote himself in the 
batting order, and although he did not find it easy to middle 
the ball, he did help Richards to add 80 from 14 overs before 
he was run out. 

Richards was out in the fifty-second over for 119. He had 
quickened towards the end, but he had still hit only seven 
fours in his innings, a measure of the care and deliberation 
which he had brought to his task. 

Srikkanth and Shastri went quickly when India began 
their reply, but Vengsarkar and Amarnath revived hopes 
that India would repeat their victory of the opening match of 
the tournament with a stand which took the score to 89 in 21 
overs. At this point, however, Vengsarkar was hit in the 
mouth by a ball from Marshall which reared from just short 
of a length and he was forced to retire. Two overs later, 
Amarnath was struck on the elbow by a ball from Marshall 
and although he batted on, he never quite played with his 
former dominance.

As de Mel retired from the attack and Edgar and Coney 
settled in, there were hopes of recovery, but de Silva 
produced a splendid spell in which he took 2 for 11 in his 12 
overs of accurate and intelligently varied leg breaks. 

A second spell from de Mel gave him three more wickets 
and New Zealand, at 116 for 9, were beaten, or so it seemed. 
It was then that Snedden, who had had a disappointing com- 
petition with the ball, and Chatfield blended sense and 
aggression to add 65 runs and give hope where none had 
been. 

This hope was increased when Wettimuny fell to a swing- 
ing yorker, but Kuruppu batted with stability and shared a 
stand of 80 with Dias which ended when Snedden held a 
fierce return catch to get rid of Kuruppu. 

There was now a slump in Sri Lanka's fortunes as four 
wickets fell and the run rate dropped alarmingly, but they 
had learned their lesson in the defeat by Pakistan, and de 
Alwis, an excellent number nine, gave Dias the help he 
needed to bring victory. 


INDIA v. ZIMBABWE AT TUNBRIDGE WELLS 


The true significance of the events at Tunbridge Wells could 
not really be gauged until a week later, but when India, asked 
to bat. were 17 for 5 after 13 overs, it seemed certain that 
Zimbabwe were heading for their second victory of the com- 
petition, that India would not qualify for the semi-finals, and 
that wecouldall behomein time for tea. All of those assump- 
tions were to prove false within the next few hours.

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Kapil Dev had come in at 9 for 4 and one sensed im- 
mediately that here, at least, was a batsman who recognised 
the demands of the position. He accepted responsibility and 
played with great care. He hit the loose ball hard and defen- 
ded stoutly, taking no undue risk. 

Binny, without declaring his personality, joined his cap- 
tain in astand of 60in 14 overs, but Shastri played a wretched 
shot and India lunched at 106 for 7. The hundred had come 
in the thirty-sixth over, the same shot had given Kapil Dev 
his fifty. 

There was some purposeful batting after lunch and Madan 
Lal and Kapil Dev added 62 in 16 overs before Madan Lal 
became Houghton’s fourth victim. This was to be Zim- 
babwe’s last success. 

Kirmani bristled with determination and Kapil Dev was 
hitting firmly all round the ground. Suddenly, one was aware 
that one was watching one of the very great innings. He had 
come to the wicket at 9 for 4 in the tenth over. In the forty- 
ninth he reached his hundred, but he was not done yet. In 13 
overs of exciting and brilliant batting, Kapil Dev added a 
hundred, and the partnership was finally to realise 126, a 
record for the ninth wicket. 

In all, Kapil Dev hit six sixes and sixteen fours. His 175 not 
out was the highest score ever made ina one-day internation- 
al, and India’s 266 was their best in the competition. It was 
stunning stuff, a rare delight to fit the beauty of the setting. 

Zimbabwe began briskly enough, but Paterson and Heron 
fell in successive overs and Pycroft left at 61. Brown was 
stupidly run out and Fletcher fell to a marvellous catch on 
the boundary. 

Kevin Curran then played a superb innings, and at the end

NEW ZEALAND v. PAKISTAN AT TRENT BRIDGE 


New Zealand's defeat by Sri Lanka had suddenly presented 
Pakistan with the unexpected chance to redeem their earlier 
ineptitudes and to reach the semi-final. 

Pakistan won the toss and laboured against some accurate 
bowling and voracious fielding. The first 20 overs produced 
only 48 runs and Mohsin unwisely tried to lift Coney for six 
and was caught at long-on. Mudassar chopped the same 
bowler into his stumps, and Javed performed a similar act to 
Hadlee so that much depended on Zaheer and Imran. 

They did not disappoint. Zaheer reached his hundred in 
121 minutes and Imran, driving with great power, hit 79 in 
75 minutes. Their partnership of 147 was achieved in 18 overs 
of powerful batting and gave New Zealand a task far more 
formidable than had seemed possible earlier in the day. 

At tea, New Zealand were 76 for 2 from 25 overs with 
Howarth well set and only Qadir looking menacing. The 
turning point came when Zaheer was brought on to bowl. 
His first delivery was a chest high full toss which Howarth hit 
straight into the hands of square-leg. The innings then sub- 
sided to 152 for 7, and with Cairns and Hadlee gone and only 
8 overs left. 75 were still needed and Pakistan were in com- 
plete control. 

The New Zealand team spirit is their greatest quality, how- 
ever. and when John Bracewell began to hit furiously, 53 
came off 5 overs. 

2? were needed off three overs. Six runs came from the first 
five balls of the fifty-eighth over, but the sixth saw Bracewell 
hook Sarfraz mightily only to be caught just inside the boun- 
dary by Mohsin. 

Coney. so brave a player. now had to keep the strike as 


much as possible as the last over began with 13 needed. The 
Pakistan fielding had become hysterical and when Javed 
threw wildly from mid-on there was a chance of an overth- 
row, but there was a fatal hesitation by both batsmen and 
Imran retrieved, threw to the wicket-keeper and the valiant 
Coney was out, as were New Zealand.

AUSTRALIA v. INDIA AT CHELMSFORD 


This contest had now taken on the dramatic significance of 
a quarter final. Kirti Azad was brought into the Indian side, 
his off-breaks being an intelligent counter to the abundance 
of left-handers, and there was shock news for Australia when 
Kim Hughes was forced to withdraw just before the match 
because of his thigh injury. 

Kapil Dev won the toss and batted. Hookes captained 
Australia in an international for the first time. The match 
began with Lawson bowling a wide.

Kapil Dey introduced his “fifth” bowler, a combination of the 
gentle medium pace of Amarnath and the off-breaks of Kirti 
Azad.

Sharma reached his fifty and fell to a magnificent catch by 
Allott. Kapil Dev came in to share the final glory. The crowd 
anticipated victory a ball too soon and had to be cleared 
away. Willis placed all his fielders on the pavilion side for the 
last ball and Patil cracked the winning boundary somewhere 
into the invading horde. 


INDIA v. WEST INDIES: THE FINAL 


Neither the first nor the second Prudential World Cup Finals 
had disappointed, and the third was no exception. The tour- 
nament, to the very end, was a total triumph for cricket. 

There was no disputing that on paper West Indies had the 
better side and the bookmakers had made them such firm 
favourites, that to consider an Indian victory seemed a waste 
of time. Nothing that happened in the early part of the match 
looked likely to prove the bookmakers wrong. 

There was relentless menace in the pace of the West Indian 
attack after Lloyd had put India in. Survival appeared to be 
the only possibility against Roberts and Garner, and Gavas- 
kar could not achieve that. In the fifth over he was caught 
behind off a stroke of indecision and the score was 2. 

Srikkanth nowdecided to play the game that, if it could be 
sustained for more than two hours, would make him the 
most exciting player the game has ever known. His first 
boundary was when he cut Garner over the slips. Roberts 
was driven to mid-wicket and then hooked over fine leg for 
6. One square drive, down on one knee, was breathtaking. It 
could not last, but it was a brief joy and brought him 38 
exciting runs off 57 balls. 

At the other end, Amarnath had again proved to be India’s 
rock and he was now joined by Yashpal Sharma ina partner- 
ship on which Indian hopes were rested. 

At 90, with lunch approaching, Amarnath was bowled 
between bat and pad by Holding, and 2 runs later, Yashpal 
Sharma committed the sin of throwing away his wicket when 


preservation was most needed. He tried to hit Gomes high 
over cover and failed to get to the pitch of the ball. 

After lunch, Kapil Dev played two fine shots off Gomes 
and then went for a six, but was caught at long-on. A waste, 
and with him, surely, had gone any chance India had. In the 
next over, Azad was caught at square-leg and in the thirty- 
sixth over, Binny went the same way. Five wickets had gone 
down in 7 overs for 40 runs. This is what we had feared ~ no 
contest. 

There was a little bit of wagging from the tail, supported 
by Patil, but India failed to last their overs, and it now 
seemed just a question of how soon and by how many, West 
Indies would win. 

There was an early shock for West Indies when Greenidge 
lifted his bat and offered no stroke at a ball from Sandhu 
which pitched outside off-stump. It came back at him and he 
was bowled. This brought in Richards. He had an immediate 
air of disdain. Sandhu was pulled to mid-wicket for 4. Kapil 
Dev was driven through mid-off and mid-wicket for further 
boundaries. When Madan Lal appeared Richards hit him for 
three fours in his first over. In his next over, Madan Lal had 
Haynes taken at extra cover off a careless drive. 

Clive Lloyd came in and pulled a muscle when he went for 
his first single so that Haynes reappeared to act as runner. 

In the fourteenth over, Richards swung Madan Lal over 
mid-wicket. There was a roar at another great hit, but the ball 
hovered and sprinting round and back. Kapil Dev took a 
magnificent catch. This was the moment of truth. 

There was now a new urgency in the Indian play, but to do 
them justice, they had never lost faith. Again Madan Lal ran 
in from the nursery end. He found the edge of Gomes’ bat 
and Gavaskar took a good catch at slip. Lloyd attempted to 
thump Binny through the covers, but he hit the ball straight 
into the hands of mid-off. 

At tea, West Indies were 76 for 5 from 25 overs. 

The interval, surely, would bring consultation and sanity. 
If it did, Bacchus did not hear, for in the first over after tea. 
he chased a widish delivery and Kirmani took a catch as 
brilliant and spectacular as it was important. Now the im- 
possible had become probable. 

There followed a period of great tension as Dujon and 
Marshall batted more sensibly than any of their colleagues 
and 43 were added. 

Madan Lal had done his glorious work and Amarnath was 
called up to the Nursery End. His first ball was a gentle 
loosener and Dujon plopped it gently into his wicket. West 
Indies now needed 65 from the last 18 overs with three 
wickets standing. 

Another innocent looking seamer from Amarnath moved 
a fraction and there was Gavaskar hanging on to Marshall's 
edge at slip. Kapil Dev returned for a final onslaught and had 
Roberts lbw. It was Kapil Dev’s only wicket and he had 
scored but 15 runs. yet his inspirational value to his side was 
incalculable. 

Sull Holding and Garner stood between India and glory 
and the score edged upwards, but then Amarnath beat Hold- 
ing’s shuffle and the umpire’s finger went up. The crowd 
swarmed on to the field and India retired at a jubilant gallop 
to the pavilion where they began the celebration of the 
greatest day in their cricket history. 

It was a day to savour, a monument to the greatest of 
games.

The Prudential World Cup

At lam on Sunday 26 June 1983 a public holiday was 
declared in India. The Indian cricket team had just won the 
Prudential World Cup at Lord’s. Only an hour earlier the 
handsome skipper, Kapil Dev had stepped proudly forward 
on the balcony of the pavilion and received the Cup from the 
President of MCC, Sir Anthony Tuke. 

Teievision had taken live pictures of the whole day’s play 
to India for the first time. Soon the stories were returning of 
how streets were jammed as thousands stood outside banks 
and stores where sets were put on display. Ox carts stopped 
in their tracks. Apparently, firemen motoring to put outa fire 
found a vantage point for seeing the cricket; they stood on 
top of their fire engine, stopped ringing their bell, removed 
their protective clothing and settled down for the day, no 
doubt, while Bombay burned. In Haryana Kapil Dev’s name 
was god. This was the young man, only twenty-three years 
old, who grew up among them, who had never seen a Test 
match until he was actually chosen to play in one, now lead- 
ing his country by instinct and example. Where was the In- 
dian team which could not master one-day cricket? Whither 
the small men, helpless against the fast men of West Indies? 
Gone. 

This was wonderful for the health of cricket, for its 
propagation as a world game of honour, skill and of equal 
opportunity. India were supposed to have no chance of beat- 
ing the West Indies in this World Cup Final, but they did. 

Forget the romance for a moment. India were underrated. 
As I write, of the last six one-day internationals they have 
played against West Indies who were rated the best in the 
world, they have won three. In the group stage of this World 
Cup they beat them at the start. Also, and much more sig- 
nificantly, they won a match in Berbice on their recent tour. 

On the eve of this Lord’s final | attended a cocktail party 
given by the Indian team. The invitations were rushed out, 
because before the semi-final against England two days 
before, they must have imagined themselves soon back 


home. England with all their ground advantage and their run 
of success in the competition were favourites. It was a typical 
Indian drinks party. I got there three-quarters of an hour late 
with Abid Ali, the former Indian cricketer, and we were the 
first there! I heard how Dileep Sardesai, another former Test 
player, had heard of the great semi-final win against England 
and had announced to his wife ‘We win semis. I go to Lon- 
don’. A simple enough message. And so Indians flew into 
Britain from all directions. Four from Belgium paid £70 each 
for tickets on the black market. On the morning of the match 
the same £10 tickets were going for £20. 

India’s success had repercussions outside India. It gave 
identity to so many expatriots living in this country. In a 
strange and surprising way it brought out a patriotism for 
India among the sons of exiles who had never set foot in the 
land of their fathers. A Sikh raced up to meas I left Lord's 
on Saturday evening and said in broad London accent "We 
wunnit, mate.” 

Cricket in this Prudential Cup competition was a unifying 
factor; there were many more supporters from overseas than 
there have ever been before. This was because of the arrange- 
ment of the elimination matches into groups with league 
tables. It used to be a straight knock out contest, now each 
of the eight teams played at least six matches in their group 
before going out. The great performance of the series was 
appropriately by Kapil Dev. India were on their way out of , 
the whole competition when, in their last but one group 
match, they were reduced to 17 for 5 against Zimbabwe. 
Kapil Dev came and scored 175 not out. He was the last 
recognised batsman. It is a world cup record: astonishing! 
even allowing that his mammoth hitting was on the small but 
delightful Tunbridge Wells ground. 

What went wrong with England? That was obviously a 
disappointment to millions. Bob Willis led a successful cam- 
paign until a first group match was lost vy New Zealand at 
Birmingham. Then, the shifting of Botham up the batting

order did not help, neither Botham or his team. There were 
careless moments, untidy wicket-keeping and a needless 
sacrificing of the innings before the sixty overs were up. 
Tremors of the undisciplined Australian winter tour shook 
the nuts and bolts loose again. Sure enough by the time the 
semi-final came around when the pressure was on, when it 
required high skills performed in a tight match, England 
flopped. There is no doubt that the two finalists were the best 
sides in the competition. 

It was surprising how much teams depended on the success 
of one player. New Zealand for example, who had beaten 
England in all five out of five previous one-day internation- 
als, found that their medium fast bowlers did not get the 
bounce on English pitches which they had got in New 
Zealand and Australia. They needed some fine innings by 
Glenn Turner. He failed and so did they. 

England were waiting for Botham to fire. His bowling is 
now expensive, he was pulled out of the front line of attack; 
the big, bludgeoning innings never came. Pakistan were a 
major disappointment but showed how much they depend 
on the bowling spearhead of Imran Khan to give the whole 
team a cutting edge. His inability to bowl because of a stress 
fracture to his left ankle, was the neutering of Pakistan. 

In their way, despite the army of fast bowlers, West Indies 
knew that if Viv Richards got a long innings they would win 
the match. His form got better and better through the com- 
petition, but on Final day, he threw his wicket away and the 
cluster of youngsters, Gomes, Bacchus and Dujon were left 
in gentle confusion in the middle order. 

Zimbabwe's important player, the 


former league 


professional, Duncan Fletcher did have a wonderful series of 
individual performances, but he lacked the all round sup- 
port. Zimbabwe played good cricket, they beat Australia, 
but never fired on all cylinders. 

Sri Lanka proved that they could bat. Mendis, the skipper, 
was the man with the flashing blade, Wettimuny the solid 
anchor, but only de Mel was a threat as a bowler. Lack of 
depth in the bowling department made them unlikely 
winners. Australia had looked to several individuals to help 
them repeat their one-day triumphs of the winter. Two 
famous ones failed, Lillee and Thomson. Dennis admitted 
that he should not have toured Sri Lanka with Australia just 
before the World Cup. He should have stayed at home to 
build up his injured knee. As it was, he was never fully fitand 
never happy. Thommo looked as if he needed a month’s 
practice to get line and length into his system. He bowled an 
Australian length, short, looking for high bounce. English 
pitches do not help that approach. 

So we come to reason for India’s great triumph. Sunil 
Gavaskar their finest batsman, failed. They brusquely 
dropped him. Immediately, the depth of Indian batting was 
to be seen. Every one made contributions. Apart from Kapil 
Dev’s blinding world record innings, it was a team effort. 
They all came off, Amarnath, Srikkanth, Patil, Vengsarkar, 
Yashpal Sharma. 

The World Cup ended with the loss of a sponsor, Pruden- 
tial who have achieved their marketing ends. There is the 
likelihood of another one stepping in quickly and next time 
there might also be a change of venue. Australia with its 
sophisticated television coverage would be the favourite.
